ons put upon the Alleagiance of the Subjects, And hath it nor alſo been 
pretended unto, for the warrand of all thoſe vile and bloody Murthers, 
which in high contempt of Almighty G O D and of. His Majeſties 
Authority and Laws, were under colour of Juſtice committed upon 
His Majeſties good Subjects, meer]y for the diſcharge of their Duty 
to GOD, and Loyalty to the King :.
